Purchase of four independent gaso- 
line companies, operating a total of 
nearly 40 filling stations in various 
sections of the city, was consummated 
Friday for a consideration of approxi- 
mately $300,000, it was disclosed with 
expiration of the option period. It 
is understood that S. C. Klein, rep- 
resenting H. D. Smith, Jr., of New 
Orleans, executed the option rights. 

The four companies involved in the 
consolidation are the Reed Oil com- 
pany, G. S. Bunch, the Log Cabin 
Gas ard Oil company and the Hol- 
comb Oil company, it was reported. 

It is believed .that the Reed Oil 
company, will serve as the nucleus 
in formation of the new independent 
chain of gasoline stations, and that 
the Reed name will be given to the 
company. However, this feature of 
the transaction has not been definite- 
ly decided, it was stated. 

Mr. Smith is vice president of the 
Liberty Oil company, of New Or- 
_leans, but has purchased the Atlanta 
stations in his own name and will 
operate them as an independent en- 
terprise, it was explained. He is 
expected to arrive in Atlanta today. 

. Options on the four groups of gaso- 
line filling stations were obtained 
early in March and reentered on 
March 27 to make the dates of ex- 
On Fri- 
day, when the options mattred, the 
right of purchase was exercised by 
Mr. Klein in the name of the pur- 
chaser. 

Considerable interest has been at- 
tracted by several of the 
involved in the transaction because 
of the part they had played in what 
was termed recently a gasoline price 
war. It is understood that the new- 
ly created independent concern will 
opernte at the regular market price. 

Actual consolidation of the four 
companies and the 40 filling stations 
constituting these concerns will not be 
put into effect until Monday, the in- 
nouncement stated. It was also 
brought ont that some time would be 
required before unified operation of 
t several companies could be ef- 
fected and until that .iime they are 
to continue operating under the pres- 
ent system and. policies. No an- 
nouncement was made in regard to fu- 
ture expansion or development of the 
combined enterprise:

‘They came not as the crew of the 
Bremen who were first to span the 
Atlantic from east to west, however, 
but—as Major James Fitzmaurice ex- 
pressed it—solely as aviators to honor 
one who was an heroic member of 
their fraternity. 

“Our intention while here is only 
to visit Floyd Bennett’s grave,” he 
said, “and then to return immediate. 
ly by air to New York early tomor- 


row.” 

Their mission did not dampen the 
impromptu reception accorded thei, 
for the hundreds that had gathered 
in the concourse of union staticn cheer- 
ed until Bolling field aviation officers 
had rushed them away. 

Baron von Huenefeld first visited 
the German embassy to pay his re- 
spects to Ambassador von Prittwitz, 
later rejoining his countryman, Cap- 
tain Hermann Koehl, and _ Fitz- 
maurice at Bolling field. The three 
spent their first night in the United 
States as guests of their fellow air- 
men in the American army. 

They had been greeted in their pri- 
vate car upon arrival by officials of 
the German embassy and Irish lega- 
tion, along with Assistant Secretaries 
Warner and Davison, in charge of 
aviation for the navy and war de- 
partments respectively. Precautions 
had been taken to make their recep- 
tion as informal as possible.

GRAVE IS BESIDE 
THAT OF PEARY 


Conqueror of Air Route 
to Pole Is Buried With 
Full Military Ceremony 
at. Capital.

Washington, April 27.—(4)—Hon- 
ors reserved for those who achieve 
high place in service under the flag 
were bestowed in the name of the 
American people today on Floyd Ben- 
nett, naval machinist, who shared 
with Byrd the first air flight to the 
north pole. 

lirst American to die of that gal- 
lant fellowship of adventurers of the 
skies who have written their names in 
world history during the swift years 
just over, Bennett ws liid to his long 
sleep deep in a rain-drenched, steep- 
sloping hillside of Arlington National 
cemetery that looks out toward the 


north and the icy barriers that guard 
the pole. 

Just a week ago he set out to carry 
relief to German and Irish comrades 
of the air fraternity, stranded wifh a 
crippled ship after they had succeeded 
in spanning the Atlantic from east to 
west. Death came to him through 
exposure on that rescue trip. 

For this young knight of the new 
chivalry of the air, although humble 
his rank, full military honors were 
accorded. <A battalion of bluejacket 
comrades were his escort; three rip- 
pling rifle volleys, crackling through 
the rain and cold wind that swept 
the hillside, paid him a sailorly salute 
and the soft call of a bugle sounded 
him to rest with “taps,” lights-out for 
soldiers or sailors on ship or chore. 

Crowds Brave Storm. 

Despite a downpour’ that grew 
heavier as time passed, the roped en- 
closure about the waiting grave was 
banked about with men and women 
for hours before the solemn strains 
of the navy band told that the avia- 
tor was coming. to the end of his 
long last journey from Quebec. Above 
the grave itself, a brown tent fly had 
been stretched by army comrades, and 
along the sides were banked row on 
row of wreaths and clusters of bright 
flowers. The first to be set in place 
was that from President and Mrs. 
Coolidge. 

When the train pulled in, a motor 
hearse awaited, as the military funeral 
was to start only at the gate of the 
old cemetery itself. High officials of 
the navy and of other government 
departments had gathered in honor of 
this humble sailor-aviator, however, 
and it was the hands of comrade petty 
officers in the navy that lifted the 

casket down and bore it out to the 
hearse.

Four Die as Result of 
High Winds; Trees Up- 
rooted and Houses Are 
Blown Down.

RAINS CONTINUE 
TO MENACE CROPS 


Central Florida Is Hard- 
est Hit; Waycross Suf- 
fers Damage; Cold 
Weather Threatens Fruit 


The elements beset a wide area of 
the south today with a three-cornered 
onslaught of flaods, high winds and 
heavy precipitation which wrought 
large damage to property and crops, 
caused at least four deaths and left 
sharply colder weather in their wake. 

Florida and Georgia, still menaced 
by the ravages of streams swelled be- 
yond banks by torrential rains of near- 
ly a week ago, bore the brunt of the 
assault that flung gales of tornato 
proportions accompanied by further 
hard rains and some hail within their 
borders. 

To the northeast, the Shenandoah 
valley of Virginia was snowbound 
after a blizzard that left a depth of 12 
inches on the ground and snow also 
fell in the mountainous regions of 
North Carolina and eastern Kentucky, 
heralded by unseasonably cold weather 
that imperilled fruit crops in the lat- 
ter regions. 

A general rain and wind storm 
whipped virtually the whole width of 
Florida over a 150-mile area from Bar- 
tow, in the south central portion, to 
St. Augustine, on the north. Houses 
were unroofed in scattered sections, 
trees uprooted, lines of communication 
interrupted and highways and rail- 
road tracks washed out by the disturb- 
ance, 

Four persons were killed in widely 
separated points of the state, two boys 
being electrocutd at Tampa by “live” 
Wires, a man dying at Cocoa in a 
similar manner and a negro man be- 
ing crushed to death when he was 
caught in the wreckage of his house 
at Dunnellen. 

Damage to seopes s property and yb 
lic utilities was believed’ to lave been 
extensive, a small area north of Ocala 
suffering perhaps the heaviest. Hail 
fell at many- points, while at Palatka 
an inch and a half of rain was record- 
ed in a few hours. Other cities re- 
ported to have suffered from effects 
of the storm include Inverness, Or- 
lando, Gainesville, Eustis, Bunnell and 
Daytona Beach. 

High winds and heavy rains struck 
southeastern Georgia, centering in 
Waycross, where a tornado that cut 
a path across the outskirts of the city 
tore buildings from their foundations, 
injured twq persons and caused prop- 
erty damage of several thousand dol- 
lars. In south Georgia, where the 
disturbance was felt to a lesser de- 
gree, temperatures dropped swiftly, 
bringing a threat of frost to the peach 


belt.

The joint committee will meet again 
at 5 o'clock Monday afternoon in the 
office of G. Lloyd Preacher Co., 
architects for the schools, to go over 
in detail the 10 bids submitted, 
preparatory to recommendations which 
will go before city council at its next 
meeting.

Teday will 
open with a low temperature of about 
42 degrees, chill aftermath of the 
meteorological disturbance, but short- 
ly afterward will climb into a warmer 
and balmier state of weather, accord- 
ing to C. F. von Herrmann, metcor- 
ologist of the local weather bureau. 

While Friday’s low mark was only 
44 degrees, the stiffest winds that 
this April has seen, intensified the 
cold and whipped it through topcoats 
and doors not too well constructed. 

The severe storm disturbances oc- 
curring late Thursday night off Hat- 
teras sent gales through the northeast 
and caused a generally radical drop 
in temperatures throughout the sec- 
tion. 

While the winds will have spent 
themselves today, according to Mr. 
von Herrmann, there will still be 
sufficient breeze this morning to pre- 
vent frost, and after a brief chilly 
spell this morning, the sun will reign 
this afternoon and fair weather gen- 
erally will prevail over the week-end. 

Friday opened with temperature at 

degrees, and it mounted shortly 


afierward to 59 degrees, and then 
struck by the stiff chill winds, the 


mercury tumbled rapidly to a low 
mark of 44 degrees.

Memphis, Tenn., April 27.—(P)— 
Levee engineers at Des Arc, Ark., to- 
day sent help to a point in the White 
river levee about four miles north of 
Des Arc, where the rising_river threat- 
ened to break the main dyke.

Mr. Madden was 73 years of age 
and was serving his twelfth continous 
term as a representative from the 
first Chicago congressional] district. 
H. is survived by his widow and one 
daughter, Mrs. Paul Henderson, wife 
of 1 former assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. 

Mr. Madden’s body was taken to 
his Washington gy where it will 
remain until Sunday. Then it will be 
brought back to the capitol to lie 
in state between noon and 2 p. m. 
in the chamber of the house. It will 
be placed on a train for Chieago 
where funeral services will be held at 


Monday. 

As chairman of the appropriation 
committee, Mr. Madden was a power 
both in the work of the house and in 
the administration of the fiscal af- 
fairs of the nation. Each year it is 
the duty of that committee to pass 
upon the annual expenditures of the 
federal government totaling more than 
$4,000,000.000. 

Devoted to Duty. 

All ten of the annual supply bills 
had passed through the house stage 
of their legislative journey and five 
have become law. The other five 
remain in conference but their fi- 
nancial outlines were. clearly estab- 
lished, they, in common with the oth- 
ers, bearing in every line the signs 
of the unfaltering devotion to duty 
that marked Madden’s service. 

A gladiator of the first rank, the 
veteran chairman recently had taken 
an active part in affairs of the house. 
It was to him that the administra- 
tion entrusted leadership in the strug- 
gle to reshape the flood control bill 
opposed by President Coolidge. 

That was Madden's last great ef- 
fort.: Even as he fought it out on the 
floor, the shadow of death hovered 
above him and it seemed to those 
who dooked down on the struggle that 
his voice was not so ringing, that his 
(lynamic energy in debate and his 
swift answer to challenge in argu- 
ment were a little shaded by physical 
weakness, But the spirit that drove 
him was unfaltering. 

Several times during consideration 
of the flood bill, Madden was called 
to the white house for conference with 
Mr. Coolidge and he was regarded as 
spokesman for: the president. 

Among the many echoes of the April 
10 primary with which Chicago still 
resounds is that of Mr. Madden’s 
strenuous contest with William H. 
Dawson, negro, for rc*omination in 
the first district. The district «is 
composed of the first, second and third 
wards and its population is predom- 
inantly negro. 

Beats Negro for Renomination. 

Negro leaders demanded a negro 
congressman to represent them and 
Mr. Madden did not wage a person- 


ally active campaign. However. May- 
or William Hale Thompson and other 
leaders invaded the ward with advice 
that the district could b2 represented 
to better advantage by a white man, 
and especially Mr. Madden. 

Madden won hands down and, since 
the district normally is republican, the 
aged congresisonal leader virtually was 
ass.red another term, which would 
have been his thirtieth. 

The vacancy on the republican 
ticket caused by Madden’s death will 
be filled by a selecti. « by the repub- 
lican committeemen from the three 
wards of the district some time before 
November, Homer K. Galpin, chair- 
man of the county central committee, 
said after he was informed of the 
death of the legislator. 

The committeemen charged with the 
selection under the Galpin plan are 
Daniel M. Jackson and Oscar de 
Priest, negroes, and Daniel Serritelo. 

On the other hand, some politicians 
said that since Mr. Madden had not 
been given a certificate of nomination, 
it coulg not be issued in his name 
and, following a recently established 
precedent, necessarily would go to 
the negro, Dawson.

The voices 
of the clergy were audible hardly ten 
feet away. 

The escort of bluejackets, with wa- 
ter dripping from their round flat 
caps, had moved around to line up 
on the hillside below ‘the grave under 
trees that are just breaking out in 
green.

Back with the mourners stood one 
man who was saying goodbye to a 
comrade into whose hands many a 
time he had trusted his life and all 
his hopes. It was Commander Byrd, 
air conqueror of the pole. He had 
counted on Bennett in the new ven- 
ture to the antarctic he is preparing 
and dropped everything to rush to 
Quebee when word reached hXm that 
his companion in the northern dash 
had been stricken. . Byrd was almost

Sermons to Live By

Text: “A threefold cord is not quick- 
ly broken.” 

The lesson taught by this proverb is 
that of cooperation. Eccles. 4:12. 

“Tinited, we stand ; divided, we fall,” 

Little creatures, united, can over- 
come larger ones who work indepen- 
dently. 

But today I wish to apply this prov- 
erb to the personal, Christian life. 

There is a three-ply cord of daily 
»rayer, Bible reading. and of Chris- 
tian activity that will bind one to the 
throne of God, safetly anchor him to 
Divine Security “within the veil.” 

Prayer should be daily, concen- 
trated, intense, definite; it should be 
in the hidden place, “in the name of 
Jesus,” according to God's will.

Tn a country so vast as ours, with 
industries so long colonized and now 
naturally segregating, and with larg 
populations diversifying their avoca- 
tions and ambitions, the Harding 
status of “normalcy”. is manifestly 
unattainable. 

Right now the country is feeling 
the temblors of transitions of produc- 
tions and industrial transmutations 
that mean much to the conditions of 
the several sections of the nation. 
New and far-reaching readjustments 
of capital and labor employment are 
being compulsorily made. 

The bituminous coal industry is 
broken and in the doldrums. Both 
the mine owners and the miners are 
hands down and calling for help. The 
one is oppressed by diminished con- 
sumption dne to increasing use and 
efficiency of hydroelectric power; the 
other is threatened by starvation 
wages and is striking and starving 
against reduced pay scales. The case 
is so desperate in great areas as to 
excite general humanitarian appeals 
and to cause many heretofore conser- 
vative men to believe that the only 
available solution is that of govern- 
ment ownership, or drastic regulation, 
of the é¢oal industry, 

But ta most persons that resort is 
unthinkable. The trend of popular 
feelirig is the other wav. The more 
conservative minds of the country are 
at one against “more governmént in 
business” and are demanding the re- 
turn of the old American policy of in- 
dividual initiative and private enter- 
prise. 

Today thousands of textile 
workers are on strike in New 
ford, Mass., against a 10 per 
wage reduction deereed by 26

that manufacture: fine cotton goods. 
The mill owners have tried hard to 
make those workers understand ®hat 
southern cotton factoring conditions 
make it imperative to reduce New 
Bedford factory wages: otherwise the 
mills must shut down to avoid bank- 
ruptcy. 

The mill workers refuse to accept 
the argument. They are mostly for- 
figners and mostly yet aliens who 
were brought into this country to oc- 
cupy the jobs of native Americans be- 
cause they would work for less wages 
and live on a lower’ scale of subsist- 
ence. Then they yielded to organiza- 
tion and . demanded = self-calculated 
wages, and are backed by supporting 
allied trades. : 

The situation is ironic. Those New 
England high rotectionists who 
shrewdly shut ouf foreign goods, but 
imported foreign fingers to work for 
cheap pay, now find those fingers at 
their throats. 

The only eseape from the strangu- 
lation * of their industry that opens to 
them now is to move to the south. and 
they-are loudly threatening to do that. 

So it is evident that what was once 
good red meat for the mill owners of 
the east is now poison to them: winie 
the south is more and. more getting 
fat on the porterhouse steaks of the 
cotton industry that is coming south 
where it always should have been at 


home. 

Twenty years hence the industries 
of the southeastern states will he the 
wonder of the nation and the district 
will rival any on the earth. IL will 
not be living to read it, but the cen- 
sus of 1950 will fascinate the worid 
with the figures of southern industrs 


production and prosperity.

I know nothing about Chinese poli- 
ties’ I have no knowledge of the 
strength of the various Chinese mili- 
tary factions. I have no gy agg ng 
to which side will triumph in the 
civil war. America’s policy toward 
China is the concern of the state de- 
partment and ef the American minis- 
ter. 

Our force is here for one purpose 
enly—to give ample protection to 
Americans, and, if possible, to their 
property, in times of danger. We are

Houston, April 27.—(/)—Private 
ownership and operation of.an Amer- 
ican merchant marine, early revision 
of restrictive navigation laws and lez- 
islation to establish foreign trade zones 
were advocated for assistance of 
American commerce in a declaration 
of policy adopted here today at the 
closing session of the national foreign 
trade convention. 

The delegates urged that a helping 
hand be extended to Cuba to conserve 
United States markets there. 

Efficiency Principles. 

Application to American shipping 
of principles of efficiency, economy 
and scientific management that now 
are standard practice in industry gen- 
erally will do much foward solving 
the shipping problem, Norman F. 
Titus, chief of the transportation bu- 
reau of the bureau of foreign and 


| domestic commerce, said, 

The shipping board's conclusions in- 
dicate that the cost of constructing 
vessels in American yards ranges 
from 33 to 40 per cent higher than 
in British yards, Mr, Titus said. This 
is largely due to the increased Ameri- 
ean wage cost, which is about 4! 
per cent higher. 

Advantages Cited. 

The advantages which he said ae- 
erue from a merchant marine include 
greater appreciation of American sea 
power and trade supremacy: advertis- 
ing, which would advance foreign 
trade, better ocean freight rates, ini- 
proved liner service, thus aiding and 
‘assisting foreign trade, stabilization 
of rates during war abroad or strikes 

“Americans generally are practical- 
ly unanimous for a merchant marine,” 
Mr. Titus said. “And the problem con 
eérns the method of overcoming the 
handicaps and firmly establishing our 
merchant fleet to meet world compe- 
tition.”

Subse- 
quently it was announced that he 
would be tried by the Hungarian 
government along with other soviet 
leaders. 

He was interned in a lunatic asylum 
in Vienna, but after an attempt was 
made to murder him with poisoned 
aster eggs he was allowed to go 
to Russia. 

kor a brief time in 1921 he was 
soviet high commissar in the Crimea. 
Since that time he was variously re- 
ported in Italy, Germany and -Gali- 
cla, always as planning uprisings. 

In May, 1925. Kun turned up in 
Portugal, being implicated in an as- 
sault on Major Amaral, commander 
of the Portuguese safety state police, 
and was deported from Portugal. 

Bela Kun said that he came to 
Vienna to execute secret orders given 
him in Mescow which he could not 
divulge. He opened a socalled com- 
mercial office in the seventh district 
where he received many Hungarian 
emigrants. 

Kun, who was banished from Vien- 
na several years ago and deported 
to Moscow, will be charged with il- 
legally returning to Austria: The 
Hungarian government, however, is 
reported demanding his surrender in 
view of hundreds of crimes’ with 
which he is charged in that country.

DISCUSS TRADING. 


Savannah, April 27.—()— Express 
ing the wish that he knew of some 
method to pull the cotton business out 
of the rut that it is now in, S. Y. 
West, president of the American Cot- 
ton Shippers’ association, gave a re 
sume of the past year’s activities and, 
offered suggestions for the trade, in his 
address today at the opening session 
of the two-day convention here. His 
talk was the feature of the meeting 
today. 

One of the many changes in the cot- 
ton trade, and one that seems to be 
growing in popularity on the part of 
customers, is buying on call. 

Ruling Is Proposed. 

Mr. West proposed that the associ- 
ation go on record that a member, 
when he sells on call, shall stamp in 
the contract that it is mutually agreed 
and understood that if the cotton is 
shipped at a provisional price, 
there would be a mutual transfer of 
margins for market fluctuations, 

With the uncertainty of legislation 
regarding contract markets, it is diffi- 
cult fo visualize how anyone can sell 
cotton for fall shipment when the foun- 
dation of his selling, the contract mar- 
ket, may be changed materially by this 
legislation, Mr. West said. 

“System Is Attacked. 

The system of allowing the buyer 
in Europe to fix the price on the previ- 
ous night's close so gong as his mes-~ 
sage started before noon, was score¢ 
by Mr. West, who declared that this 
practice is working a hardship on 
the American exporter. This system 
was built up when telegraphic com- 
munication was slow, and the Euro- 
pean buyer could not know the open- 
ing of the Liverpool market. Increased 
efficiency in telephone and telegraphic 
service, and the radio, have overcome 
this. however. 

Referring to the cotton investigation 
by the sub-committee in the senate, Mr. 
West called attention to the fact that 
no member of the American Cotton 
Shippers’ association could officially 
express ideas on such a debatable ques- 
tion unless he has been given author- 
itv. .at an annual convention. 

Touches Caraway Bill. 

Touching on the Caraway bill, Mr. 
West said that, in his epinion, this. 
bill would either close the future mar- 
kets, or so restrict trading that these 
markets would be of little value. 

If the present system of arbitration 
and appeal in Europe is to be changed 
it will have to be done forcibly, Mr. 
West asserted. He was a member of 
a committee that went to Europe last 
summer on this matter. 

Mr. West suggested that a method: 
of arbitration be set up in smaller 
markets similar to those used in New 
Orleans and Boston, even though the 
expense would be greater than the in- 
come, — 


Liberal Contract. 

European importers feel that Ameri- 
can shippers have a most liberal con- 
tract because the latter have no re- 
jections, Mr. West said. The argu- 
ment in answer to this is that Euro- 
pean claims frequently were so severe 
that rejections would have been better, 
and that they bought cotton cheaper 
than they would have if they had had 
the rejection clause, he pointed ont. 

Mr. West recommended that revenue 
for affiliated organizations be raised 
by assessments of a certain amount 
against each bale of cotton shipped by 
a member. collected on their regular. 
compress bills, He also expressed hope ' 
that a statistical bureau .of the asse- 
ciation would he formed during the 
coming year.

CHINESE TROOP 
RUSHED T0SHANTUNG 


Shanghai, April 27. --(#) — Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin, northern dictator, to 
day was rushing all available troop= 
he eould muster in Maneburia_ inte 


Shantung to stem the advance of the 
southerners across that prevince and 
toward the objective of their drive on 
l’ekin. 

The troops were being sent to Teh- 
chow, near the Shantung-Chihli bor- 
der and about 40 miles northwest of 
Tsinan, which is still in the b@nds 
of the northerners. 

This feverish movement of troops 
and the sudden transference of su- 
preme northern command = indicated 
that the southerners, although they 
failed to capture Tsinin were hav- 
ing considerable success in -their drive. 

At a conference of northern gen. 
erals in Tsinan supreme coinmand was 
given Sun Chuan-fang, Chang Tsung- 
chang, military governor of Shantung., 
retiring to the rear. 

Advices from both Tsinan and Tien- 
tsin said that the northerners Were 
still in control of the city, which was 
calm.
